Major General Arthur MacArthur, who re- 
Heves General Otis in the Philippines, went 
to Manila on the third expedition from San 
Francisco, sailing June 27 and arriving July 
$1, 1898. On the opening of hostilities on the 
night of Feb. 4 General MacArthur com- 
manded the two brigades under Brigadier 
General H. G. Otis and Brigadier General 
Irving Hale. He took part in all the battles 
around Mahila, and after being assigned to 
the command of the Second Brigade when the 
army in the Philippines was reorganized, 
began &@ campaign northward against Malo- 
los, the Filipino capital. Actions were 
fought at Palo and Novaliches, and on the 
Sist of March Malolos fell. On the 25th of 
April General MacArthur began his advance 
on San Fernando, fighting actions at Calum- 
pit and Tuinga. On the 4th of May he ad- 
vaneed on San Fernando and entered the 
town the next day. On the 0th of August he 

began a campaign that resulted in the cap- . 

ture of Angeles. ne

campaigns in the Philippines. He takes to 
his new position all the experience and 
knowledge of the country and people that it 
would be possible to find among Americans, 
either in the army or in civil life.

New York must begin at once to seek a 
new supply. Enormous and unrestricted 
waste occur over the Croton dam and 
through leakage. New York can secure an 
ample supply of water for all time without 
peference to the Ramapo district. The re- 

says: . 

“If there is any delay in securing a mod- 
grate additional supply from legislative or 
jegal causes then a thorough system of waste 
prevention, beginning properly with a meter 
‘on every domestic service, of necessity must 
be begun at once or the danger of a water 
famine is invited.” 

In telling the sources of waste, Mr. Free- 
man says: | 

“Tam forced to conclude that water has: 
been running to waste at night at the rate 
of eighty gallons per inhabitant per twenty- 
four hours. By proper means incurable 
waste could be reduced to ten gallons.”’ Mr. 
Freeman says that only twelve gallons per 
inhabitant per day goes to domestic use.

‘But for a brief interruption of traffic be- 
tween 7 and 8 a. m. yesterday on the cross- 
town lines the public would have been with- 
out any. visible sign of the strike among 
the elt © power-house employés of the 
Chicago City railway company. The inter- 
ruption was due to trouble with the ma- 
chinery in the power-house at Fifty-second 
street and Wabash avenue, but the break 
was repaired quickly. 
The principal development of the situation 
was the announcement by several strikers 
that they had started to organize the em- 
ployés.of the line and that the company’s 
troubles had only begun, 
General Manager McCulloch informed the 
strikers that the increase in the working 
hours from eight to twelve and the reduc- 
tion in the number of employés at the 
' power-houses would remain in force as long 
as he wasin charge. He refused to discuss 
the question of working hours with a dele- 


gation of strikers. 


Agreement by Strikers. 

The delegation represented a meeting of 
strikers which took place during the morn- 
ing at 1939 Dearborn street. One hundred 
of the strikers then signed an agreement 
that none would return to work unless the 
company took back all the men who struck 
and promised the eight-hour day would be 
allowed. The men agreed no increase in 
wages for an eight-hour day would be de- 
— The strikers will meet again to- 

ay. oy. 

Genetal Manager McCulloch told the dele- 
gation that the company would not consider 
the terms offered by the strikers. , 

* Well, don’t you think twelve hours is 
too much for a day’s work?” asked one of 
the delegation. | 

* We don’t think anything about it,” an- 
swered Mr. McCulloch. ‘* We find that our 
machinery can be kept in the best condition 
when two shifts of men work instead of 
three, and if we have only two shifts they 
each must work twelve hours. We have 


all the mien we want.”

Statements by Both Sides. 

W. E. Hollenbeck, former engineer at the 
cable power-house, State and Twenty-first 
streets, who Was spokesman of the strikers, 
made th{fs statement: 

‘The company offers us practically noth- 
ing for the extra four hours demanded. The 
company cannot run its lines long with in- 
‘experienced men, handicapped by hours 
which we could not stand. We are now ina 
fair way of organization. None of the men 
will return to work on the twelve-hour scale. 
‘The company simply is trying to reduce ex- 
penses, The claim that it can take better 
care of: its machinery by having two shifts 
instead of three is absurd.’’ 
eThe street railway company gave out a 
statement showing the wages paid for eight 
hours and promised for twelve hours. For 
the extra four hours engineers are promised 
nine cents an hour. or an increase from $3 
to $3.35’ a day; oilers, an increase from $1.75 
to $2.25. Generator ténders, switchboard 
tenders, and coal passers are not given any 
increase for the extra faur hours. Laborers 
get an increase of 25 cents over $1.75 a day.

ASSAULTS BY UNION PICKETS. 


William Hancox, an Aged Contractor, 
Is Severely Injured—Several | 
‘Workmén Ate Beaten.

William Hancox, 65 yéars old, 16 Campbell 
Park, a member of the Fuilding Contractors’ 
council, and one of the Oldest contractors in 
the city, was seriously injured yesterday 
afternoon by union pickets who were watch- 
ing a building at 1487 Ogden avenue on 
which Mr. Hancox was working with six 
non-unign bricklayers.’ One of the brick-. 
layers Was hurt so badly that he was taken 
to the County Hospital in an ambulance for 
surgical attendance. Mr. Hancox was taken 
home. * 

The assault was made by half a dozen men 
who rushed into the building and began 
throwing bricks at the workmen, one of 
whom was struck between the eyes and 
knocked senseless. Mr: Hancox was struck 
twice, once in the right eve and a second 
time in the back. Five men have been ar- 
rested on suspicion. 

Forty non-union bricklayers employed on 
a building being put up‘at Benson and Thir- 
ty-firat streets for Armour & Co. by William 
Roardman were driven from the building in 
the morning with bricks and clubs by a 
force of union pickets. Several were beaten 
badly. No arrests were made.

Dele- 
gates from England and the continent will 
start soon, and few countries where civili- 
zation has penetrated will lack representa- 
tion when the opening session is called 
to order. 

The general conference convenes once in 
every four years. It is the governing body 
of the church and combines the legislative, 
executive and judicial powers of the organit- 
gation. The conference, presided over by, 
the eighteen bishops, corresponds in its re- 
lation to the church to the houses of con- 
gress in their relation to the people. It 
hae a constituency of about 3,000,000 actual 
members, and its influence extends over 
10,000,900 souls, to attend to whose spiritual 
needs 18,000 ordained ministers are dele- 
gated. 

Preparing for the Conference. 

Above 15,000 people are expected to attend 
the conference, and elaborate arrangements 
have been made to accommodate and en- 
tertain them. The Auditorium has been 
leased for every day, and fourteen nights 
of the conference month. Recital hall and 
Studebaker hall also have been engaged 
for that length of time, as have seven 
other smalier halls. 

The entire suite of rooms in the Auditor- 
fum now occupied as the headquafters of 
the Paris exposition commission has been 
taken for the month te accommodate the 
various societies of the church, and will be 
known as the headquarters of the alumni 
of all the Methodist institutions throughout 
the world. A daily paper, the Daily Advo- 
cate, will be established and published dur- | 
ing the continuance of the conference, and 
altogether the Methodists intend impressing 
Chicagoans and the world with the great 
extent and influence of their church organi- 
gation. A guarantee fund of $50,000 has been 
pledged the committee on halls, and Chair- 
man Oliver H. Hor®on states that $8,000 
worth of seats and boxes already have 
been sold. 


Delegates and Topics. 


“ The general conference this year will con- 


®ist of above 735 delegates, being composed 


of one minister in every forty-five, and two 
laymen from each of the 128 annual confer- 
ences. The general conference has been a 
delegated body only since 1812. Before that 
year every minister of the Methodist church 
was entitled to a seat and a voice in the 
deliberations of the body. With the growth 
of the church the conference became 100 
large, and the representation was cut down. 
In 1868 a movement started in the old First 
Methodist church in Chicago to admit lay- 
men, and in 1872 it was decided to admit 
two laymen from each annual conference, 
each layman to have the same conference 
rights as a minister. 

Several important subjects will be up for 
discussion and action at the general con- 
ference. The question of admitting as many 
lay as ministerial delegates will be 
Droached, and, it is expected, will beadpoted 
Provisional lay delegates have been elected 
to take their seats in case of favorable ac- 
tlon by the conference. A proposal to re- 
move the pastoral time limit also will be 
presented. The original limit of a pastor's 
stay at one church was six months. This 
w during the infancy of the church in 

erica, and Methodist ministers as a con- 
Sequence were kept on the move pretty 
much all*the time. In 1884 the limit was 
changed from three to five years. It is now 
proposed to make the pastoral period in- 
definite, and dependent on whether, the 
minister gives satisfaction. 

The question of admitting women dele- 
gates will be presented, but is not expected 
to meet with general approval. Prominent 
Methodists of this city frown on the propo- 
sition and term it the agitation of ‘“‘cranks.’’ 


Action Affecting Bishops. 

While it is not belleved the number of the 
bishops, eighteen, will be enlarged, several 
bishops, it is thought, wili be technically 
retired owing to age and physical infirmities 
and new ones elected tc succeed them. 
Bishop 8. M. Merrill, who has had his 
Episcopal residence in the city for thirty 
years, it is expected, will be among those 
to retire. 

The Methodist church, despite its great

The State Street Church recently sold the 
property which it now occupies and bas pur- 
chased a site in Michigan avénue, near 
Forty-eighth street. Plans had been per- 
fected to build a new structure, but soon 
after the destruction of Trinity Church a 
movement was started among the congrega- 


‘tion to secure a consolidation with Trinity, 


with a view of erecting one of the finest 
churches tn Chicago.

James Church in Ken- 
wood and he ts active in trying to induce the 
Trinity Church people to agree to the pro- 
posed plan for a new edifice. The State

| AGED FLAGMAN LE PITRE DEAD: 


In Service of Northwestern Road for 
Thirty-two Years—Hauled First

Joseph Le Pitre, the man who hauled from 
the Chicago River in 1849 the first ties laid 
on the Galena division of the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad, has died. For thirty- 
two years he had been in the employ of the 
road. and during the last twenty years he 
had been a flagman at the Canal street cross- 
ing. He was known familiarly to thousands ' 
of Chicagoans’ as Uncle Joe.”” Le Pitre 
was a French Canadian. In 1848 he came to 
Chicago with his oldest son, Louis.

SCHOOL TRUSTEES FAVOR HIS RE- 
ELECTION THIS SPRING. | 


Johu T. Keating Tells Chicago Teach- 
ers’ Club the Superintendent's 
Faults Were Those of His Advisers— 
Predicts a Successful Year for Him— 
George Howland Commemorative 
Meeting—Miss Haley Thinks Alder- 
men Will Keep Their Promises, 


School trustees say that Dr. E. Benjamin 
Andrews. will be reélected Superintendent 
of the Chicago public schools this spring. 
The differences which separated him from 
menibers: of the Board of ;Education have 
been’ laid aside, and those who opposed him 
are giving him their support now. Trustee 
John T. Keating spoke before the Chicago 
Teachers’- club yesterday afternoon. He 
Stated his -belief that Dr. Andrews would 
make the third year of his superintendency 
over the schools the most successful in their 
history. =- 

* Trustee Keating has been opposed to the 
majority of the measures of the Superin- 
tendent which caused disturbance in the 
board. He said that the difficulties which 
Dr. Andrews had met had been due to the 
fact that-the conditions under which he 
tried to act were different from thise under 
which he had acted as President of a uni- 


Explains Dr. Andrews’ Troubles. 

“He was brought here at a time when 
there was great unrest in the schools,’’ said 
Mr. Keating. ‘* He was put !nto the Superin- 
left to the tender 
mercies of the board members and the less 
tender mereies of 6,000 school teachers. The 
conditions :which he met when he entered 
were exactly opposite to those he had left. 
His mistakes were in part the result of bad 
counsel. He was told that he had a God- 
yes right-to run the schools as he wished. 

@ was tormented and hindered by reports 
which were false and misleading. He was 
told that the real workers in the schools were 
opposed to:him. Whatever faults Dr. Ané4 
drews may :have had were due to his advis- 
ers. He was always honest, hardworking, 
and upright. 

“In his first year he had troubles. In his 
second year he has done better, and he will 
make his third year the most successful. I 
believe that it would be the greatest calamity 
that could happen to the school system if Dr. 
Andrews should resign his position, or should 
be removed.. It would result in turning the 
schools upside down again if a stranger 
should be brought in to take his place, and it 
would be almost as bad to advance any one in 
the school system to the position of Superin- 
tendent. I do not believe the people of Chi- 
cago would permit his removal.”’ 

Mr. Keating explained to the teachers of 


histories in the schools. The text-book his- 
tories have:not been impeached, but the 
books for supplementary reading are in the 
hands of the district superintendents for re- 
vision. He said thet his opposition to the 
books in usé had been caused by hearing a 
pupil read a selection from Dickens 
“ Child's History of England.” , 
Howland Commemorative Meeting. 
The George Howland Club of Men Princi- 
pals held a commemorative meeting in the 
afternoon at the Chicago Athletic club for 
of Chicago 
Bchools, after whom the club is named. E. 
G. Keith, who spoke of reminiscences of 
Howland, said it was a question whether 
the educational doctrines of the former Su- 
perintendent might not be applied to the 
schools at present with benefit. Other speak- 


fent A. R. Sabin, G. C. Howland, and George 
B. Armstrong. 


Gives Figures on Expenditures. 
President Harris sent a specific statement 
of the expenditures of the Board of Educa- 
tion to the City Controller and with it a 
statement of the position of the board in its 
controversy with the Council. 

“ The man who says that the School board 
is expending more than its appropriation is 
culpably negligent or culpably ignorant,”’ 
he said. “‘He is seeking cheap notoriety 
amd trying to curry political favor.” 


Miss Haley Trusts Aldermen. 
Miss Margaret Haley of the Grade Teach- 
ers’ federation spoke of tax investigations 
béfore the Chicago Political Equality league 
in the rooms of the Chicago Woman's club 
‘In the afternoon.

Patrons of North State Street Cars Com- 
: plain Because They Must Walk 
from Kinzie. 


Patrons ‘of the North State street electric 
line of the Union Traction company are in- 
censed by the action of the company in stop- 
ing the cars on the north end of the viaduct 
and thus cor pelling passengers to walk from 
Kinzle street into the down-town district. 
The State street bridge has been closed to 
vehicles for about ten days, and during that 
time the State street cars have been run to 
a terminal at the further end of the viaduct 
instead of being taken down-town over one 
of the othee bridges. Considerable incon- 
venience has been caused by this action on 
the part of the company and scores of angry 
passengers have called attention to the fact 
that the cars should be run over the Dear- 
born street bridge to a termina] within rea- 
sonable cistance of the central part of the 
city. That this could be done is acknowl- 
edged on the part of the street car company.

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VIEUX-PARIS, reconstruction 
* of portions of old Paris, is the most 

striking of all the attractions at 

the exposition. It replaces the fa- 
mous “ Midway” at the World’s Fair and 
represents Paris in the earlier centuries. The 
buildings were all designed by Robida and 
are exact reproductions of famous monu- 
ments of old Paris. The principal streets 


reproduced in old Paris are the “ Rue des 
Vieilles Ecoles’ and ‘“‘ Rue des Remparts.” 


The monuments are the Church’ of Saint: 


Julien des Menetriersg the facade of. the 
Grand Cour de Paris, the Grand ChA&telet 
and entrance of the Pont du Change, the 
Chambre des Comptes, the Court and Sainte 
Chapelle, the Place du Pre-aux-Clercs, Porte 
Saint Michel, Pont du Change. , 

Old Paris, with its picturesque batiments, 
runs along the Seine on the right bank from 
the Alma bridge almost to the Horticultural 
Building. It commands a magnificent view 
up and down the Seine from the Tuileries 
to Mendon, and is an excellent halting place 
between Cours la Reine and the Trocadero. 
It is also the shortest cut between the in- 
terior of Paris and the Champ de Mars. 
The buildings, streets, and churches are 
peopled with citizens wearing the costumes 
of the midaéle ages, the renaissance period, 
and the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies. 

‘Life during those sidiaiie is perfectly rep- 
Tesented. There are cabarets and taverns, 
Where-old wines are served by waiters In 
the costumes of medieval ages. Patrons of 
these taverns may also enjoy the spectacle 
of dancing girls; and there is music, the,old 
melodies, by street musicians. 

In the churches curious ceremonies are, 
carried on, and the streets are gay with wed- 
Ging parties and popular fétes. 

In the “ boutiques” (shops)- of old Paris 
natives in costumes of the period are at work 
at the old “‘ metiers.”’ Here in these shops 
the visitor sees printing going on as during 
the period of the ‘“‘ Imprimerie de Robert 
Estienne.” The old presses turning on a 
huge screw are particularly curious. 

The “repasseuses” (laundry women), 
Whose shops were formerly frequented by 
the gallant men of the city, are seen busily 
ironing their linen.

THE TOUR OF THE WORLD. 


The. * Tour of the World” is a curious

theater, where a panorama of the world is 
unrolled, showing the most curious countries 
upon the globe—Greece, Turkey, Egypt, In- 
do-China, Japan, Australia, South America, 
Portugal, and‘Spain. Between the view of 
‘each country a group of natives belonging to 
the country appear upon the scene. Siamese 
dancers give a dancing exhibition during the 
Siam panorama; Chinese actors play a piece 
during the visit to China, and Japanese 
dancers delight the visitor during the Jap- 
anese views. National music accompanses 
é@ach troupe of performers. 


PALACE OF OPTICAL ILLUSIONS. 


The Optique Palace is situated at the right 
of the Eiffel tower upon entering the 
Champ de Mars. It contains the monster 
telescope, which permits a view of the moon 
“one yard wide.’’ The Optique Palace was 
designed -by Architect Bobin, and is sur- 
mounted by a cupola, decorated with a frieze 
by the sculptor’ Theunissen, representing 
the signs of the zodiac. The cupola is sup- 
ported by a series of columns in Persian 
style. In the interior 6f the palace, besides 
the great telescope, is the famous salon de 
verres, a glass room, where optical illu- 
sions are marvelous. The telescope is one of 
the marvels of the century. The length of 
the steel tube is 230 feet, and the diameter 
5 feet. It is too heavy to be pointed at the 


“moon and stars, which are caught up by a 


gigantic mirror and thrown into it. This 
mirror, with’ its ‘movable. surroundings, 
weighs 30,000 pounds. , It is operated in a 
pond of quicksilver... 

The diameter of the moon as seen with this 
gigantic “‘ lunette ”’is 234 inches., The focal 
enlargement with the: monster telescope is 
10,000 times,

sin Luminous~Palace. It .is situated upon 
the Champ de Mars,; close to the Eiffel 
tower.

The palace 
is completely, constructed.in glass, and is of 
a light, graceful style of architecture. With- 
in the palaceis a ‘vast hall, allin glass. Fan- 
tastic columhfs support the ceiling. A Smyr- 
na rug covers the floor. There is illusionary 
sunshine and a pale-moorlight. A superb 
statue, the “ Genie of Light,” is one of the 
chief attractions. The palace recalls the 
famous Indian glass 


ANDALUSIA. 

An attraction of: historical interest is the 
section known as Andalusia during the time 
of the Maures. It occupies a large square of 
ground just to the right of the Trocadero sec- 
tion, fronting. on the Seine. The Andalusia 
during the time of the Maures is a faithful 
reproduction-of-Arab* civilization of the fif- 
teenth century, which was a brilliant epoch 
in life at that period in the south of Spain. 
There are marvelous reproductions of 
Mauresque architecture, still rémarkable 
in the old monuments of Cordon, Seville, 

The entrance to the usia is an exact 
reproduction of the gate of the 
Alcazar of Seville. Spaniards and Arabs in 
the costumes of the epoch swarm over the 
etreets: of .the miniature city..There are 
tilting matches, dances, theatrical per- 
formances, and amusements of all sorts con- 
stantly going on. 


THE CELESTIAL GLOBE. 

The grand celestial globe, the novel in- 
vention of Architect-Galeron, is an attrac- 
tion which is one: of the most remarkable 
at the exposition. It is situated upon the 
banks of the Seine, near the Champ de 
Mars, to the right. It‘is an'immense sphere 
151 feet high, and is: mownt@i upon four

race. 
tated with astronomical and mythological 


figures, which at night are illuminated. In 
‘the interior is a second sphere, the diameter 
of which is 115 feet. This sphere forms the 
center of the artificial planetary. system. 
Here visitors see the sun shining in the 
firmament, moving on the elliptic, and stars, 
planets, and comets moving through space. 
These are represented by electric balls in 
various colors. In the center is the earth 
revolving on its axis. The visitors are car- 
ried in.a sitting-room from east to west, re- 
ceiving the impression of diurnal rotation. 
' Stars appear to rise in the east and set in 
the west. The moon turns around the 
earth and ‘accomplishes’ the ‘phases of its 
‘monthly revolution. From time to time the 
‘phenomenon of an eclipse is visible. All the 
celestial movements are accomplished with 
scientific precision synchronically exact, al- 
though the time is, of course, shortened. 

Saint-Saéns has written the music for the 
grand organ which plays during the revolu- 
tions of the planets. 

Each evening a grand concert is *given in 
the large amphitheater below the sphere 
under the direction of Saint-Saéns, who pre- 
sides over the organ. 

The exterfor sphere is reached by.a double 
oblique track, forming the zodiac.’ Visitors 
can walk up one of these tracks to the top, a 
height equal to that of the first floor of the 
Eiffel tower. Here an orchestra gives a dally 
afternoon concert and refreshments § are 
served. A number of side shows form sup- 
plementary attractions to the great globe. | 


VESUVIUS IN ACTION, | | 

The Vesuvius -—Mountain in eruption is one 
of the clous of the attractions. The moun- 
tain is situated next to the Champ de Mars 
railway station, and, besides the volcanic 
display, there is a series of other attrac- 
tidns—concerts and theatrical performances 
figuring among them. 

The celebrated Ferris wheel has, been re- 
produced at Paris, and stands upon the Av- 
enue Suffren, back of the Champ de Mars. 
From the “ Rone,” as it is called, isan excel- 
lent view of the celebrated French Ecole de 
Guerre and courtyard. In the latter the ter- 
rible degradation ceremony. of Alfred Drey- 
fus took place. There is an excellent res- 
taurant upon the. great wheel grounds, and 
there are also several theaters and amuse- 
ments which belong to the wheel attrac- 


UNDERGROUND ‘SHOW. 
Among the underground attractions is the 
subterranean mining exhibition,. beneath 
the Trocadero Park. Here model mines are 
worked by miners who take out the coal 
and precious ores Before the visitors, who 
descend into the mines by means of a Ad 
gantic elevator, capable of holding nearly 
a hundred people at once. 


GIANT COLUMBIA THEATER. 


The giant Columbia Theater, situated at 


‘the Porte Maillot, one of the entrances of 


the Bois de Bologne, is one of principal out- 
side attractions built expressly for the ex- 
position season. Bolossy Kiralfy is director, 
and the series of monster speéectacies re- 
sembles those organized by him in America, 
with, of course, fresh new features.

EFFECTS OF ‘MONOPOLY. 
In an article in,the International Journal 
of Ethics Professor Richard T. Ely of the 
University of Wisconsin explains why mo- 


/nopoly is so especially profitable in the 


United States and develops his new law of 


monopoly price. This law is: 

Other things equal, the greater the intensity of 
customary use, the higher the general average of 
economic well-being, and the more readily weelth, 
is generally expended, the higher the monopoly 
charge which will yield the largest net returns. 


The higher the genera! average of well- 
being, other things being equal, the higher 
the price people will pay for commodities 
and services rather than go without them. 
Consequently this furnishes monopoly in 
America with its opportunity for greater 


a country with a lower average of general 
well-being. Similarly the more readily peo- 
ple spend money the higher will be the price | 
people pay for commodities or services 
rather than forego theirenjoyment. These 
conditions meet in a high degree in the 
‘United States, and this explains why monop- 
olies are so profitable in the United States, ° 
yielding greater returns than in any other 
country. The lower street car fares abroad 
and the lower charges for telephone service 
‘are due to the fact that higher charges 
would not be profitable. The American 
companies charge more, not because their 
services are worth, more, but because they 
might not make so great a profit at the lower 
prices. Professor Ply thinks it strange that 
under such circumstances the United 
States, almost alone among civilized: na- 
tions, makes no effort at effective control of 
monopolies. 

Discussing the ethics of monopolies, Pro- 
fessor Ely says that oppression and tyran- 
ny must follow, as well as inequalities in 
opportunity which must discourage effort. 
The owners of monopolies are not so alert 
and active. The monopolies rely on their 
monopoly rather than upon excellenée and 
energy, while the handicap of those outside 
the monopoly is apt to cause listlessness and 
indifference.

Men do not surrender individual control of their busi- 
ness to become stockholders ina corporation until they are compelled to do 
so in order to avoid financial loss. The ‘economy resulting in production 
needs no further demonstration than in the case of labor-saving machines, 

_ The same law governs the sale of the products of a trust as of labor-sav- 
ing machines: the ability of the consumers to pay. Ifthe stockholders of the 
trusts were as rapacious as pirates they could not raise the prices of their | 
products without decreasing the ability of their customers to pay; in other 
words, they would reduce the amount of their sales. It is easy to imagine 
that one trust might do this and thus injure the sales of the rest, but they 
all cdnnot do it., All that is economically possible for them to do is to re-.

The failings in the eyes of a bout half of the people are so simple that 
‘many can find spectacles in the stores to suit their eyes. These 25-cent spec- 
tacles do pretty well in lots of cases, and can do no harm if both eyes 
see fine print exactly alike, and if a newspaper like this can be read for 
five or six houts with comfort, but if the eyes do not see alike or if reading 
is uncomfortable, trouble and lots of it is sure to follow. 

_ Most people ‘are more or less farsighted, and if they have it the same 
in both eyes they can be fitted out of two dozen pairs of spectacles always 
us in the stores. These specs run in whole and half numbers, that is, 
‘from 0.50, which is the lowest, usually for the young, on up to 6.00 or 6.50, 
which are called old age glasses. If the farsightedness is not exactly the 
same in both eyes then combinations and less than half numbers come in, 
and: the pairs needed are about 1,000, for then each eye must be perfectly 
‘fitted so that both eyes see as one, act as one. Now the most common kind of 
eye failing is astigmatism, or warped sight mixed up with farsightedness 
and unlike eyes, and here the different pairs of spectacles needed run far up 
in the billions, and if all the eye ‘failings are taken together the pains

The men who are himatnced by trusts—traveling salesmen and the hotel- 
keepers whom they patronize, and all other employés—must find new occt- 
pations. It is undoubtedly a cruel process for the individual, but if differs 
in no manner from that caused by labor-saving machinery. 

These men, too, are consumers, and ig is economically an advantage for 
the trusts that they have the ability to pay, which can only happen through 
their securing employment to supply the wants of consumers who have in- 
creased ability to buy because of the lower prices of the products of the 
trusts. 

A man’s lifting himself by his boot-straps would be a simple undertaking 


compared to that of the trusts’ generally increasing the prices of their prod- — 


ucts. 

_ To the extent that the Interstate Commerce commission has been a suc- 
cess in regulating railroad corporations, probably a similar commission 
would be valuable in regulating trusts where local conditions haye made 
injustice possible. 

A commission endowed with the necessary authority would involve an 

amendment to the constitytion, but that has already been proposed by* the 
Republicans in Congress. 

Such a commission, whatever its powers, could not avoid taking cog- 
nizance of the labor organizations, which are trusts of muscle, brain, and 
endurance, and which often are controlled by passions and prejudices 
more destructive to. \ asoatn d than the avarice of stockholders in manufact- 
uring trusts.

It is a science 
whose bounds reach from childhood to the grave, and every reader who 
lives the allotted time must sooner or later seek this almost natural gift 
from science of new life to the eyes. Thesurgery of the eye shows the work 
of great minds. It has become almost a perfected mechanical science, 
nearly a handicraft, that can be learned in a few weeks at a dead house. 

The scientists and philosophers have done marvels. The grinding of 
glasses has been perfected. from an abstruse theory into a simple art. Nor 
is this strange, considering that the greatest and most stupendous minds 
in the world’s past have inclined to the gentle science. of optics. 

With proper directions from the oculist glass grinders are able to make 
combinations to suit nearly every possible defect of the human eye, al- 

_ though many require a pair of spectacles that would suit nobody else. 

The haphazard, guesswork way of testing the eyes of the aged cannot 
be too strongly condemned or too quickly stopped, for reading and the 
pleasant use of the eyes is nearly the only pleasure left the aged, and is 
their chief way of seeking spiritual comfort. 

- Most of the aged, if they are given the right spectacles, can tead-and 
see nearly as well as they ever could, but the complicated cases require 
a — and knowledge that is not in the domain of the gueaser.

Place Probably Sheltered More Dis- 
tinguished Americans than Any Sim- 
Har Institution—Politics, Love, and 
Hate All Played Their Parts Under 


Its Expansive Roof. 

ASHINGTON’S historic hostelry, 
the old Willard Hotel, is about to 
be torn down to make room for 
a building more in harmony with 

the times. Such step seems like a 
of vandalism when one considers the 
building has played in the history 
of this government. From its walls has 
gone forth to his inauguration every Presi- 
dent since the time of Polk, with the excep- 
tions of Harrison, Cleveland, and McKinley. 
The exact origin of this hotel seems to be 
prehistoric. No date has been kept; it has 
hed as many different names as a frisky 
devotee of the divorce court, and its appear- 


ance has changed as often and as materially a 


as its name. 

The land on which the hotel is built came 
from the grant of David Burns to the gov- 
ernment as his concession when the govern- 
ment decided to locate the capital here. 
The first purchaser was Walter Stewart, who 
bought the land on which the first buildings 
were erected in 1798. Soon after this pur- 
chase buildings were erected which were 
used as dwelling houses, and finally incor- 
porated into a hotel. The first postoffice 
which Washington ever had once occupied 
the rooms which were afterwards remodeled 
and made into what is now known as the 
President's suite. 

One of the earliest names of the house 
was the Mansion Hotel, which was kept by 
Frederick Barnard, prior to 1830. It is de- 
scribed as having ‘‘a frontage of 150 feet 
on Pennsylvania avenue and 175 feet on 
‘Fourteenth street, situated in an elevated 
and pleasant part of the c_ty and in the im- 
mediate neighborhood of the President’s 
house and the public offices. It has four 
suites of apartments for the accommodatian 
of families, or separate messes, distinct en- 


with separate entrances, contains over 100 
rooms, and has spacious and superior sta- 
bles attached to the establishment.’’ This . 
was as it was in 1830. ; 

In these early days there was but one side- 
Walk, and that made out of chips of stone + 
left over from the Capitol. The street was 
often a quagmire and not infrequently ini the 
taiay Season Were wagons buried to the hub 
in ud. Not until 1871 was the first pave- 
mem completed, and then a grand carnival 
Wes held, and Willard’s was gay in celebra- 
tion of the event. ‘ 

One of the first guests to stop at the hotel 
Was the Hon. Benjamin Patton, and a bill 
is still preserved which was rendered to him 
Match 6,1829. Mr. Patton regularly stopped 
at this hotel during every subsequent in-

This hotel subsequently bore the names of 
the Queen and the City Hotel, and at the

tion of this property on May 16, 1853. In 
1875 the upper portion of the grounds was 
Pp , and the hotel was remodeled to 
its presenc form in 1878. The front and sides 
are of brick, with trimmings of gray stone. 
It has a frontage of 150 feet on Pennsylvania 
avenue and 300 feet on Fourteenth street.

The wife and daughter, who were 
at the ends, did not suffer as much as did 
the Congressman, for he went clean through 
the middle of the frame and stuck fast, 
with his feet on a level with his head, It 
took the combined efforts of the porters and 
a host of bell boys to extricate him. 

The first banquet recorded, which was 
given by Congress, took place at Willard’s, 
then known as Williamson's. It was given 
to the Marquis de Lafayette in the year 
1825. Two hundred guests participated in 
the affair. Joseph Prospere, a noted French 
cook, was imported from New York, ayd he 
charged the modest sum of $100 fof hi# 
services. At this dinner Lafayette met the 
old soldier who took him off the field when 
he was wounded in the fight at Brandywine. 
John Near, this famoug man, was kept at 
Williamson’s a fortnight at the expense of 
Congress, and when he departed Lafayette 
made him a present of $2,000. 

It was in consequence of what he heard 
at the bar of Willard’s that Dan Sickles 
shot and killed Philip Barton Key, and at 
this hotel, away back in 1820, James Barron 
stopped there the night before he shot 
Stephen Decatur at Bladensburg. . 

Among the celebrities of Willard’s was 
Senator McDougal of California, who was 
known as a good diner. While the Four- 
teenth street sewer was in course of con- 
struction there was a deep cut on that sitie 
of the hotel. One rainy night the Senator 
started for Newspaper Row, and, forgetting 
this cut, dropped twenty feet below the sur- 
face. He had a narrow escape from drown- 
ing. A policeman came to his rescue, and 
after much difficulty he was brought to the

ONE ON BEAU HICKMAN. 


A certain set about the hotel was much. 
given to practical jokes. One old member of 
Congress was not as cleanly in his habits as 
his more fastidious friends desired. The 
same genius whe doctored the whisky took 
it into his head to remedy this matter also. 
He got a vegetable growth and sprinkled the 
sheets of the honorable gentleman’s bed. 
The old gentleman tore around frantically, 
even took the sheet off the bed, plunged it in 
water, and wrappedit around him. He spent 
a good portion of the night soaking in the 
bath tub. 

In the spring of 1861 the hotel took fire 
from the carelessness of a member of Con-_ 
gress who had patronized the bar exten- 
sively and carelessly dropped his lighted 
cigar in the waste paper basket. Colonel 
Elmer E. Ellsworth, with his zouaves, was 
stopping in’ the‘ hotel at the':time. These 
brave men mounted each other's shoulders, 
forming a ladder, climbed-into the second. 
story windows, and rescued people and prop- 
erty. “In recognition of their services Mr. 
Willard presented. Colonel , Ellsworth with 
$500, which the latter sent to the New York 
fire company, under whose auspices the regi- 
ment had: been raised, to’ be devoted to pro- 
viding medals for such members of the regi- 
ment as should survive. : 

There were four Willard brothers who have 
had @ part in running the Willard ‘Hotel. 
Edwin Dorr Willard and Henry Augustus 
Willard were the original owners. Later 
Joseph Willard was taken into partnership. 
Edwin’ Willard died during: the war from 
the effects of a disease contracted while in 
the service. Caleb Willard, the present 
owner of,the Ebbitt House, entered the ser- 
vice of h¥ brothers asa beliboy.. The broth- 
ers were men of eccentricities, and hence 
could not always live on friendly terms. 
Caleb Willard was early displeased at some 
division of the property, and was not on 
speaking terms with the rest of the family 
more years than any of the Willard family. 
He wal an odd genius, and especially disliked 
coming in contact with people, and has been 
known to leave the sidewalk and walk in the 
middle of the street rather than meet a per- 
son. However, he waa a man of sterling in- 
tegrity and greatly respected. He was en- 
gaged in the hotel business in New York, had 
charge of the Huds@n River floating palaces, . 
and was in the employ of the Pacific line 
steamship company, where he was closely 
associated with Cornelius Vanderbilt. Re- 
turning to Washington he devoted his atten- 
tion to the Willard Hotel, although he did 
not reside in the building but in a house up 


the street. 


A BIT OF SENTIMENT.

elry., Where these objects are qn govern- 
ment lands it is proposed to establish special 
patrols, and the local Legislatures propose 
in addition to punislf such acts within their 
jurisdiction as jarceny. The “ petrified for- 
est’! in western Arizona is a fruitful field 
for the vandals, who furnish the Eastern 
markets with amethyst and agate relics and 
jewelry. The trees are blown up with dyna- 
mite, and likewise shattered to portable frag- 
ments for easy transportation. The govern-. 
ment officials state that they are powerless 
to stcp it in the absence of law, byt if an 
Indian cuts timber from that same park he 
is punishéd. Chalcedony. Park, as this petri-, 
fied forest is locally known, is 5,000 feet 
above sea’ level, is. perhaps one mile square, 
and was evidently submerged’ by water,. 
strongly charged with minerals. for centur- 
ies, In aboriginal days the Indfans here, 
found material for arrow points, scalping 
knives, and for the manufacture of their 


images of worship. | 

‘In the} same’ section is the. “ Natural 
Bridge,”’| which is now claimed by a squat- 
ter, who charges visitors a fee for seeing 
that which belongs to the government. This’ 
bridge is’ of solid rock, about 500 feet. wide 
and 600'feet in length. It spans the Tonto 
(Fool Basin), ‘and, being about’ six times 
larger than the ‘“‘ Natural Bridge” in Vir- 
ginia, is naturally an object of much inter- 
est to tourists; 
‘Near Florence, in southwestern Arizona, 
is the oldest ruin in America, which is now 


the so-called ‘' Palace of Montezuma,” in 
the ancient City of Zuni—the first stopping 
place of,;the earliest aborigines on their 
march from the far north to Mexico. This 
ancient city, which covered about thirty 
acres, is now a mass of ruins—the* palace 
alone Sithetedding’ decay. Relic hunters 
have carted away most of the broken pot- 
tery that-strewed the grounds, and they 
have blown up portions.of the buildings in 
searching for vessels of gold which 
legend ‘says the Zuni Kings used 
on their richly laden tables. These 
ruins have hitherto historic inter- 
est, and, while tradition is not clear as 
to their age, they are evidently the oldest on 
this continent.. Unquestignably, Zuni is one 
of the “Seven Cities of Cibola,’ legends of 
the richness of which incited the Spaniards 
toexplore the country. Through this explor- 
ation an' empire was added a few centuries 
later to the United States. | 

Not far from this ruin is “ Inscription 
Rock,” a bold sandstone formation about 
200. feet high, and, perhaps, one mile in 
length. On this rock, or “ pastle,” the lead- 
ers of the several expeditions from Spain 


which is expected to be for occupanc 
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passage,’ in? search ofthe ‘Seven Cities of 


/ the piljars|of which were of gold, and the 
- doors of turquoise, studded with pearls. One’ 
. of the expeditions was never heard of after- 
/ ward. The name of the leader, carved upon 
_ this rock, is the only remaining line of the 
‘history of that ill-fated expedition. No doubt 
_they were massacred by’the Apaches. The 
‘names of others have been chipped away: 
_by the vandals, who: have inscribed their 
own ignoble namesin their room. Inasmuch. 
the Pueblo Indians burned the earliest 
| Spanish records during their war of 1680, 
/ when the invaders were driven away, even 
‘these names and dates remain of much in- 
terest. On)! this rock, our geological explor- 
ers have also inscribed their names, the 
earliest of whomare Whipple, Bandelier, and 
' Sampson, and, later, Powell. But there is 
| such a mass of tourists’ names at:** Inscrip- 
tion Point that these historical personages 
_ are almost obscured in the vandalism. This 
_ earliest leaf in the history of the Western 
| world will) now be preserved from further 
obliteration. 
Curios Are Secured... 
The ruins in the Rio Grande Valley, New 
. Mexico, are also.vrich fields for the exploiters. 
Not far from Albuquerque stand the walls 
of a stone building once occupied by the Pe- 
' cos Indians, now almost extinct. Through 
' this structure courses a bed of lava, evident- 
* ly the destructive work of a neighboring vol-. 
| cano, now dead. These places are visited by 
tourists and curio hunters, and here also 
_ the walls are being blown to pieces and cart- 
'ed away. The idea that the Pueblo Indians 
were possessed of immense wealth, which 
they hid at the approach of the Spaniards, 
seems to prevail everywhere, and the search 
has been going on for years. The only re- 
ward ‘is in selling the stones for curios and 
using them for buildings. 
‘The section between Santa Fé and Taos is 
‘ supposed to have been rich in minerals, and 
stories’ of fabulous wealth of abandoned 
‘mines are! ‘told’ to prospective mining in- 
vestors. It is stated that the tithings, or 
tenth for the church, of one of the abandoned 
mines was $10,000,000. In evidence the “* pro- 
-moters’” show the mine and felate the tra- 
dition as a fact. But the wise man from the 
East takes little stock in the story. There 
are numerous abandoned mines in this sec- 
tion, some showing the notched cedar trees 
which: were used as ladders for the peons,; 
who ‘brought the ore up in sacks on their 
backs. ': Mexicans’ still use the same kind of 
ladders in| developing mines there. -A num- 
ber of mines were filled with earth and are 
lost to ‘‘ tradition.’’ When the Spaniards 
returned after their) expulsion tRey en- 
‘deavored to relocate them, but the torture 
of the Indians failed to make them reveal 
the places| of the hidden wealth. No doubt 
a great deal of this.is tradition, or fiction, 
and a number of Hastern speculators have 
found it out to their cost. ‘ 

In the same manner Eastern dealers in 
turquoises are imposed upon. The legend is 
that the Pecos Valley is‘strewn with tur- 
quoises,; which is a myth. Ordinary stones 
are colored with gneiss and sold as the gen- 
uine turquoise, and. pieces of ordinary bro- 
ken pottery, picked up from. the vicinity of 
the deserted ruins, are polished and sold as 
‘* whispering stones’ from..some estufa 
(place of worship). “ Mirrors of obsidian ”’ 
are also sold, It is known to students of In- 
dian history that the art of making these 
mirrors is lost. There are factories in New 
Mexican towns, Los Angeles, and Den- 
ver where these and all kinds of “ Indian 
relics ’’ are made and sold. Some of these 
dealers are large purchasers front the van- 
dals who blow. up-the petrified trees and the 
' ancient ruins in other sections. There are 
dealers who make regular trips to the south- 
west in search of “ new ruins."”" They em- 
ploy a vandal to do'the work and haul the 
material to the railroad stations and ship it. 
So bold have they become that the publicity 
and extent of their depredations have at- 
tracted the attention'of the societies and the 
lawmakers. Many ofthe Indian stone idols 
are also made in these places..-_While the 


vandalism is extensive, the deception prac- 
ticed is also great. I have seen Mexican

tourist trade. | 
‘Mounds in southern Colorado and in 
Wyoming are being explored by relic hunt- 
ers and by scientists. The former hope to 
find treasures supposed’to have been buried 
with the dead. The latter are working in 
the interests of science and history—hoping 
to trace the history of the mound builders, 
and their connection,jf any, with the Pueblos 
further south. Tons of this exhumed ma- 
terial are being shipped by the scientists to 
the Eastern colleges and museums, and it is 
proposed to also put a check upon this. How- 
ever, this is only local protest, each com- 
munity wishing to retain the material for 
local museums. This is not considered in the 
light of vandalism, but the dead bones and 
relics of the aborigines are sufficient to agi- 
tate the living. The Spaniards did not find 
the golden plates, armors, and emeralds, and 
it is not likely that the Indians buried them, 
but the burrowing continues, nevertheless, 
and with it, the wholesale vandalism.

POLICE RESCUERS. __ | 


The records of the Police department con- 
tain many modest little stories, not originally 
designed for publication, of thrilling and 
valorous deeds performed by policemen. 

' Poliee Officer Daniel McCarthy of the 
Stanton Avenue Station added his name to 
the roll of brave men who willingly risk 
life to save others without stopping to count 
the cost by his rescue of two persons from a 
burning house at 264 Thirty-ninth street 
early one cold morning in January last year. 


Carberry, arrived simultaneously on the 
scene. While the latter hurried to the fire 
alarm box the former rushed into the build- 
ing and found E. J. Ereldeené and his wife 
in a frenzy of terror because Grandfather 
Ereldeene, 94 years old, and their little 
daughter were still on the second floor in 
great peril. 
Through a stifling and blinding smoke Of- 
ficer McCarthy groped his way up-stairsand 
in his strong arms carried the aged man to 
a place of safety. With rare thoughtfulness 
he took off his coat and wrapped it around 
the old man for protection. Then in his shirt 
sleeves he once more dashed into the fur- 
nace of blinding smoke and flame and up- 
stairs to the aid of the 7-year-old child, who 
lay unconscious on the floor. With the 
greatest difficulty he carried her out, ten- 
derly placed her in her mother’s arms, and 
then fell in a faint on the sidewalk. He was 
revived by brother officers and taken to his 
home, where for several days he was pros- 
trated as a result of his brave performance. 
To rescue suffocating inmates from burn- 


police, for they are In many cases the first 
to arrive and comprehend the dangers of the 
situation. 

Another case, illustrating this point, was 
the thrilling experience in November which. 
fell to Policemen George McGowan and 
Michael Smith during a fire at 4695 North 
Clark street. While Officer Smith ram tothe 
nearest fire alarm box Officer McGowan 
dashed up the back stairway to warn the 
occupants of the second floor and if possible 
aid them to escape. As he reached the rear 
porch a tank of kerosene belonging to a 
grocery below exploded, destroying the stairs 
he had just passed and cutting off his escape. 

But McGowan did not hesitate or become 
panic-strickem, He smashed a door and 
shouted analarm. Half choked with smoke, 
a man rushed by him and leaped from the 
porch in safety. ‘‘ Save the women,” this 
man cried, recovering his senses. Thedense 
smoke within threatened suffocation. Mc- 
Gowan tied a handkerchief over his mouth 
and nose, and crawling through the hallway 
to avoid the stifling fumes he explored the, 
bedrooms, where he found three unconscious 


hailed Officer Smith, who had returned in 
advance of the fire department, but could 
not enter the upper story because of the 
ruined stairs. McGowan, with great pres- — 
ence of mind, lowered the women into the 
arms of Smith, and barely had time to leap 
for his own salvation. "The rescued ones 
were Mrs. Mary 8. Woodbury, 60 years old, 
and her two daughters, Clara and Laura. 
They all recovered,

THROUGH SMOKE. 


The work of policemen who rescue half- 
suffocated or wholly unconscious persons 
from burning buildings is much the same in 
general outline, though with varying details 
in individual cases. The monotony of repe- 
tition may be avoided by merely summariz- 
ing some of the more noteworthy Instances 
which occurred during the last year. 
Policeman John Mooney of the Stock- 
Yards Station was badly burned while reacu- 
ing Alexander Miner’s two small children 
from their burning hore on the second floor 
at 5110 Wentworth avenue, Jan. 18, 1806. 
Two weeks later C. Jorgensen, 70 years ola, 
during a fire in his home, 708 West North 
avenue, was carried out unconscious, but 
uninjured, by Policemen McCormick, Lind- 
strom, and Domeski of the West North Ave- 
nue Station. Early in February Detectives 
Nolan and Shea of the Woodlawn Station 
risked their lives at a fire at 6424 Star avenue 
to save Mrs. Louis Stevens, who had fallen 
overcome by smoke. At 239 Cornell street 
Feb.21, Andrew Zynewski, his wife, and their 
seven children were rescued from the seco nd 
floor of a burning frame house by Policeman 
Herman Larsen and John Bataski of the ©

Station responded to-his. cries for help. With- 
out waiting to divest himself of his uniform 
the officer leaped in and brought the exhaust- 
ed fisherman back to shore. amid the ap- 
plause of the spectators. This was a con- 
spicuous: case of police bravery, requiring 
coolness and good judgment. . 


SUICIDES BALKED. 

The park police have many aquatic strug- 
gies with pleasure-seckers and would-be sui- 
cides. Early in August, Hans Christianson, 
34 years old, tried to drown himself by jump- 

Ing in the lake at the foot of Melrose street. 
After a desperate struggle in the water he 
was fished out by Officer A. D. Decoy of the 
ZAncoin Park force. Aug. 28 Olga Wifer- 
pkey, 10 years old, was snatched from a 
watery grave in the Lincoln Park lagoon 
by Park Policeman Sanger and restored to 
her parents at 440 Noble avenue. 

One of the most frequent dangers eficoun- 
tered by patrolmen is the stopping.ef run- 
aways in the thickly crowded streets. The 
recital’ of a single instance will illustrate 
what officers must face in emergencies of 
this class. 

It was late in May. A horse hitched to 
an express wagon, the outfit being owned 

by A. J. Laffier, 6410 Drexel avenue, was 
plunging wildly south in Lake avenue, 
threatening the lives of children playing 
in front of the Hyde Park and New Holland 
Hotels. Becoming entangled in the reins, 
the horse had pulled the bridle from his 
head. At Fifty-second street Policeman 
Richard Wolfe of the Hyde Park Station 
yan into the roadway and seized the horse's 
head as the animal dashed past.

Late in September Truckman Daniel 
O’Brien of Truck Company 8 risked his life 
to rescue Miss Mary Carey, 35 years’old, 
from a burning house at 382 Chicago avenue. 
Ladders raised at the rear of the house were 
not long enough to reach the window of Miss 
Carey’s room, where smoke and flame shut 
her off from all means of escape. O’Brien 
pinioned himself by one leg and arm to an 
adjoining window casement, and with his 
free limbs swung to Miss Carey’s window 
and through it into the room. She was un- 
conscious from smoke suffocation, but the 
gallant fireman carried her on his shoul- 
ders to the street below. None but a genuine 
hero would have been equal to the task. 

During the year gallant rescues were cred- 
ited to Harry T. Proctor, a student in the 
University of Chicago, who saved 8-year-old 
Marjorie Kent from drowning in the lake 
off the Jackson Park shore; to the Rev.

SALISBURY’S JOKE. 


Says the Rod Leaves No Dis- 
grace or Traces of Con- 


tamination. 


lilS MANY FLOGGINGS. 


N order to appreciate the humor of Lord }. 


Salisbury’s remark during the discussion 
on the *“ youthful offenders bill,’’ to the 
effect that if the past record of the mem- 
bers of the House of Lords were investi- 
gated it would be found that they had been 
repeatedly subjected as boys to corporal 
punishment, it is necessary to explain that 


the present Prime Minister when he left. 


Eton enjoyed the reputation of having been 
birched more frequently than any other of 


“the seven or eight hundred lads of that an- 


cient and historic school. He was, therefore, 
in a position to speak both with authority 
and from experience when he declared that 
juvenile flogging “* left no traces of contami- 
nation.’"’ And then wound up his speech in 
behalf of the substitution of birchings for 
imprisonment in the case of boys convicted 
for offenses against the laws of the land, 
with an expression of the hope that there 
should be no difference made in the punish- 
ment of the rich and of the poor, and that 
“you will flog the young evil-doer as freely 
and with as little scruple among the classes 
of the poor as you have far centuries among 
the classes of the rich.” 

Flogging has been abolished by law in the 
educational establishments frequented by 
the children of the middle and lower classes, 
as well as those of a national, municipal, and 
charitable character. The aristocracy and 
upper classes in Great Britain, however, 
have always refused to take advantage of 
this legal emancipation of their sons from 
the rod. Their attitude on the subject is 
mainly attributable to the conservative in- 
stincts which are ingrained in every Eng- 
lishman of good birth, whether Whig or 
Tory, and which render him adverse to new 
forms of changes of a non-political charac- 
ter. It is due also to a desire on the part of 
the lads themselves, who are of course the 
principal parties concerned, to avoid being 
associated in any way with the common herd 
of boys, even when this association would 
involve the exemption from flogging. They 
would be the first to rebel against the aboli- 
tion of the latter, as stated above, and regard 
the scars left by the birch as a sort of retro- 
spective evidence of their ‘ gentilhomme- 


rie.”’ 
How It’s Laid On. . 


At Eton, Harrow, Rugby, Winchester, and, 
indeed, at all of the great schools of the same 
rank, where young England is taught little 
élse but Latin and Greek verses, as well as 
boating, cricket, and other outdoor games 
at a cost from $1,500 to $2,000 a year, cor- 
poral punishment is still in full force. Some 
of them use the birch and others prefer the 
cane, and while in most of the colleges the 
culprit takes his punishment kneeling, there 
are quite a number where the offender is 
“ horsed"’ by being mounted on the back of 
some big boy. In that position the victim is 
more helpless than in any other. At Eton 
the whipping block is one of the famous in- 
stitutions of the place. It resembles the 
kind of block which we see portrayed in old 
prints as having been used in medieval times 
for decapitating prisoners, and the number 
of famous men who have knelt before it is 
great. Lord Salisbury was flogged while 
kneeling against it no less than eighteen 
times by the Rev. Dr. Howtrey. On one oc- 
casion, through an error, owing to the head 
master having mistaken the list of thirty 
candidates for confirmation for the punish- 
ment bill which was sent up to him every 
day, he would listen to no protests or re- 
monstrances, but went conscientiously 


_ through the whole lot. 


The late Mr. Gladstone left Eton without 
ever having been flogged, although on one 
occasion he was sent up for punishment. He 
had omitted as praepostor from the list of 
boys who had missed lessons the name of a 
friend. Before commanding him to prepare 
himself for the ordeal Dr. Keat, who was 
then head master, was foolish enough to 
give his reasons, and charged him with a 
breach of trust. Young Gladstone instantly 
replied that he was not guilty of breach of 
trust, because the office had been forced upon 
him. This somehow or another seemed to 
appeal to the head, for he let the young 
casuist off, but made up for this to him al- 
together unusual act of leniency by some 
time afterwards flogging no less than eighty 
boys in a single night, with the object of sup- 
pressing a suspected mutiny, having them 
brought to him out of their beds by twos and 
threes, so that they had no opportunity of 
taking counse] together. Another head 
master of Eton—I think it was the late Dr. 
Goodford—is on record as having been so 
good-natured as to attend in the flogging- 
room at 10:30 one Sunday evening at one end 
of the term, so as to meet the convenience of 
the boys, who wished to get away to their 
homes for the holidays early on Monday 
morning. 

The block now used at Eton is a com- 
paratively modern affair. But among the 
relics preserved in the museum of the in- 
stitution is the old whipping block which 
came into tise in 1773, the year of the Indian 
mutiny, when the one in use was destroyed. 
It bears several distinguished names, in- 


cluding those of Wellesley, Milman, and 


Lonsdale, and was lost for a number of 
years, having only been recovered some- 
where in Wales about a decadeago. Anoth- 
er whipping block was carried off in 1836 
by the then Marquis of Waterford, to serve 
as a trophy to the Eton Block club, a club 
of Etonians who had all been flogged three 
times. It is said that this particular block 
is preserved among the heirlooms of the 
Beresfords at Curraghmore. 

As a matter of personal experience I may 
mention that when I left school I had to 
. my record no less than sixteen floggings, in- 
flicted in the space of four years. This in- 
volved the expenditure of ninety-six pickled 
birches at half a crown apiece, all of which 
were religiously charged as “ extras’ ih 
the school bills sent to my parents. Each 
punishment consisted of twelve strokes on 
the bare flesh, a new birch being used for 
every two blows, received Kneeling, with 
one of the big sixth form boys holding me 
down with his right hand pressed on the 
back of my neck. The birches were long, 
thin, and tough, having been kept in brine 
for several months, and the punishment they 
inflicted. when wielded by our head master 
—& gigantic divine over six feet high and 
powerful in proportion—was quite enough to 
make one wince, every stroke lacerating 
the skin and leaving scars. which, how- 
ever, as the Prime Minister justly remarked 
in the House of Lords, “are neither dis- 
graceful nor contaminating.”’ 


Will Favor the Birch. 


There are all.told about 1,200 members of 
Parliament belonging to the Upper and to 
the Lower Houses of the national legislature 
at Westminster, and it. may safely be as- 
sumed that of these at least 1,000 have been 
educated at schools of the same class as 
Eton, Harrow, and Rugby, and that; less 
fortunate than the Grand Old Man. they 
have undergone birchings and ecanings. It 
stands to reason, therefore, that they should 
be free from any prejudice with regard to 
corporal punishment, and that a measure 
such as the so-called -“ youthful offenders 
il,”’ which provides birchings in lieu of 
prison, should meet with their warm ap- 
proval, and be enacted by an overwhelming 
majority. Any hesitation which they may 
have entertainted concerning: the matter

This certainly looks. as if birchings 
inflicted by. magisterial order exercised a 


more deterrent, and, therefore, a more sal- 


utary effect upon youthful crime than either 
prison or reformatory; and while it ex- 
empts the young lawbreaker from the 
terrible stigma of the penitentiary, which 
would otherwise cling to him -to the 
end of his days, blighting his career, it is in 
no sense of the word more cruel than the 
birchings which are inflicted at-Eton and at 
other schools of the same class, punishments 
which, as shown above, have been undergone 
by nine-terths of the men of birth and breed- 
ing in England. The only difference is that 
whereas in the one case the castigation is ad- 
ministered by the head master, who is usual- 
ly a divine, that is: to say, a man of God, in 
the other instance the birch. is applied by a 
man of the law, that is to say, by a police- 
man. But it is all the same in the end, 

It is curious that at the same time when 
the English government was securing the 
enactment of its so-called ‘‘ youthful offend- 
ers bill,” legalizing corporal punishment, 
the latter should have been revived by the 
German government in all the scholastic in- 
stitutions of ‘the empire. At the time when 
flogging was abolished in the army and in the 
navy, owing to the abominable cruelty with 
which it was attended. the authorities in 
Germany. as well as in England, and, for the 
matter of that, in all the civilized countries 
of Europe, were compelled by popular sen- 
timent to forbid the corporal punishment of 
pupils in the various colleges and schools. 
This was carrying a much-reeded reform tg 
an impolitic extreme, and the German gov- 
ernment,. which in educational matters 
stands in the front rank of the great powers, 
has ultimately become convinced of the ne- 
cessity of reéstablishing birching and caning 
in all schojastic institutions subject to its. 
control. A decree to this effect has just been 
Issued at Berlin by the new Minister of Pub- . 
le Instruction, and, im the words of the mas- 
ters and school teachers by whom this new 
move has been hailed with delight} ** the 
happiest results ’’ may be anticipated there- 


from. 
‘Birch on the Continent. 


While flogging has been until now abol- 
ished in German schools it has, however, 
been quietly retained as a means of Ger- 
man prison discipnline. a fact which is dem- 
onstrated in ‘‘The Manual for Directors 
of Prisons,”"’ issued by Herr Krohn, warden 
of one of the principal penitentilaries of the 
empire. 
which are permitted to be inflicted at any 
one flogging on the back of a convict gufity 
of breaches of discipline varies according 
to the state... Thus, in the Grand Duchies 
of Mecklenberg-Schwerin and Oldenburg, 
the maximum is fixed at twenty-five, in the 
Kingdom of Prussia at sixty; and in the 
Kingdom of Saxony at thirty. 

The author does not explain whether the 
readers are to infer from this disparity of 
figures that the hide of a Prussian is 50 
per cent thicker than that of a Saxon. The 
regulation “cat ’’ is composed of a handle 
thirty-seven inches long and of ten leather 
thongs, each forty inches in length. Herr 
Krohn adds: “The skin must ,be broken 
at the fifth blow,” and that the succeeding 
blows should widen the * break” in such 
@& manner as to leave the entire back raw 
by the time that the last blow has been 
applied. The victim takes his punishment 
in a recumbent position, being strapped 
down by the hands and feet to a wooden 
bench. The official record quoted by Direc- 
tor Krohn gives the average number of 
floggings per year in German prisons at 

Officially speaking, the “ knout ’’ has been 
abolished in Russia, and the days when 
Judges condemned men to be flogged almost 
to death are things of the past. But‘ for 
all that it is an exaggeration to assert that 
the “knout” has disappeared from Rus- 
sian life. It is still in existence, and,’ strange 
to relate, by the wish of the people them- 
selves. The Russian peasant, besides be- 
ing subject to the laws‘of the government, 
has likewise to fulfill his obligations-to the 
Mir, or village commune, to which he be- 
longs, each commune being a little republic 
of its own, whereof the elders wield a spe- 
cies of executive power. A decree of the 
elders cOnfirmed by a vote of the commune 
at once receives magisterial sanction and 
is sufficient to consign an offender to prison 
or even to deportation to Siberia.” The 
guilty one.is frequently permitted ‘by the 
communal authoritieago choose as an alter- 
native penalty a soUfid flogging with the 
“Kknout”’ administered, not by the police, but 
by two of his brawny fellow-moujiks, a mode 
of punishment which {is more satisfactory 
to all concerned, even to the offender, than 
imprisonment or deportation, and which is 
tolerated by the government on the ground 
of economy. | EX-ATT4CHE.

food. Bacteriologists from several medical 

colleges and others representing pharma- | 
ceutical concerns have beén endeayoring to 
secure specimens of the big snake's venom; 
which brings instant and horrible death to 
all forms of animal life, but La Tos¢a, in her 
voluntary fast of twenty-two months, has 
never once opened her mouth wide enough 
to enable the scientists to secure the venom 
by any of the ordinary methods pf snake 
handling. The venom fang is a long, sharp’ 
conical tooth of the upper jaw, by means of 
which the poisonous fluid is injected into the 
punctured wound. This fang is attached to 
the maxillary bone, and may be thrown for- 
ward or laid flat by a peculiar mechanism by 
which the bones of the upper jaw change 
their relative position. This tooth.or fang 
is folded upon itself for the conveyance of 
the venom, and is also connected with the 
duct of the receptacle which contains the 
poisonous fluid. The mechanism of the bones 
is such that the opening of the snakée’s mouth 
widely causes the ejection of the venom 
fang, and when the mouth isclosed/upon the 


object bitten the same movement injects the |. 


venom, and death ensues forthwith, 

Some of the bacteriologists, seem to think | 
that the venom might have some curative 
properties that would make it a ivaluable 
adjunct to the materia medica, and for that 
reason they are making renewed efforts to 
get some of the poison. La Toséa sleeps 
most of the time, and pays no attention to 
anything that is transpiring about‘+her. She 
was. brought here from Borneo about two 
years ago; and, after eating the three snakes 
that made the voyage with her, refused all 
descriptions of food, and seems to get along 
well without it. This variety of reptiles 
never eats anything but snakes. They have 
been known to kill bears and horses, and are 
feared by all the natives of Borneo, Java, 
and the smaller islands of the East Indies, 
where they are fourid. La Tosca is the only 
specimen of her kind in America, and, unless 
she can be induced to eat, must. sooner or 
later die. She measures fourteen feet in 
length.—_New York Journal... i |

Government Experts Collect.

Professor Alexander Agassiz reports it from 
the South Seas, where he is cruising in com.

Upto 
the present time no trawl net has ever been 
lowered beyond three miles, but in this ip. 
stance the deep sea dredging apparatus of 
the government vessel was sunk over fiys 
miles beneath the surface of the waves.

threaded through the body of a turtle—may 
yet find lurking places in those black and 
dismal marine abysses. 2 


Deepest Ocean Valleys. 

A short distance southward of the place 
where this wonderful dredge was made the 
Penguin, an Australian survey vessel, found 
not long ago the deepest hole ever dis- 
covered in any ocean, barring only that re- 
cently fathomed by the United States steam- 
ship Nero between Guam and Manila. This 
cavern was struck off the Kerma 300 
miles north of New Zealand, and the sound- 
ing line registered 30,930 feet, or nearly six 
miles.

SHETLAND pony farm, where ponies 
are raised and trained for their life 
work.is a place full of interest to 
one who admires the gentle little 
creat@res—and who does not? 

From the-time a pony is born until it 
reaches the- age when it may assume the 
dignity of Barness it receives the best of 
Theré is a farm in Wayne County, 
Ind., where about 200 of the little animals 
are produced every year. There are warm 

ns with léng rows of straw-littered stalls; 
overhead are mows of ‘sweet smelling hay, 
and a trough of pure running water sparkles 
and gurgles-at one end of each barn. 

Every stall contains a pony, and they are 
all as quiet-and well behaved as a thor- 
oughly disciplined school of children. If a 
stranger enter the barn it is instantly known 


by every pony there, and there is a turning” 


of heads and switching, of tails indicative 
of restrained curiosity. 

There is a broad and long space of clean 
fiooring between the two rows of stalls. 
‘To walk along this floor and inspect the 
ponies from the rear recalls the remark ofa 
famous man about Chinamen: ‘“ They all! 
look alike whtil seen separately.” 

When the attendant, whose sole business 
fs to wait upon these small equine aristo- 
crats, leads-out one after another and ex- 
plains its distinguishing features, the dif- 
ference is then quite perceptible. 


Traihed for a Girl’s Use. 
Here is one that has been espevially 


trained for some little girl who is nervous | 
and timid. “Its dainty step and intelligent 


dark eye indicate fine style and a tractable, 
doctle disposition. Its glossy coat shines like 
satin and it#Jittle hoofs are like black ivory. 

Another is shown, sturdy, robust, and 
strong. Fully as beautiful and intelligent, 
only not so sensitive as the first. It has 
natural qualifications suitable for the dis- 
position and use of a boy who is not at all 
nervous or timid and who may wish to ride 
or drive long distances in a day, and who 
may unthoughtedly speak loudly or rudely 
or drop the whip too heavily across the 
pony’s back; and still not really wish to have 
a.runaway. There are grades between these 
two extremes in which a pony may be found 
suitable for any sort of boy or girl. 

Ponies of almost any color desired may be 
found, but the favorite colors are bays and 
blacks. There is no demand for the sorrels 
with large cream colored spots, such as were 
quite common some years ago. The solid 
colors are regarded as more beautiful and 
are the only ones now sought by 


buyers. 
Always Treated Kindly. 
In training the ponies kindness is prac- 
ticed under all circumstances. When the 
little pony colt, which a man can take up 
in his arms and carry about, is strong enough 
to run and play with its mother, a little 
halter is put on it and it is taught to lead 
and start and stop at the word. When 
it grows strenger, but not yet fully grown,. 
set of buff .harness, with silver 
buckles, is fitted on it, and it is driven about 
with lines. A gentle pressure of the bit on 
the tender mouth is sufficient to guide it. 

Later on & is hitched to a little yellow 
cart and trotted about the smooth gravel 


‘ drives that wind among stately trees in 


every direction. It is taken close to puf- 
fing locomotives and alongside queer look- 
ing vehicles, and into the neighborhood of 
shops where there is the sound of clanging 
iron and pounding hammers and ringing 
bells.

It is never attempted to teach the ponies 
any tricks, the sole purpose being 


to make them useful, tractable, and safe 


under all circumstances. When a pony is 
sold and started away from the only home 
and friends it has even known the purchaser 
is recommended to be kind and considerate 
to it at all times. r 

The ponies in the barns are kept there to 
Supply immediate demands. They are 
groomed and trained and kept accustomed 
to harness so that they may be ready to 
leave at any time. The greater number of 


ponies are kept out of doors all winter, and 


are taken into the barns only in the most ex- 
treme weather, as were these in the barns 
before they were selected forsale. . 

There are broad fields where the turf even 
in winter ts beautiful. In the winter, too, 
great racks are kept constantly supplied 
with crisp corn fodder and immense straw

This is 
necessary because the succeeding genera- 
‘ tions of ponies are larger than their progen- 
itors, which result is attributed to the salu- 
brious climate of this country as compared 
with the native home of the ponies.

+he Century Dictionary attributes it 

American Indian, and says, “ “ta 
part an abbreviation of the common English 
greeting, “How do you do?’" This is re- 
versing the facts, according to no less an 
authority than George Catlin, who from 18:2 
to 1840 lived among the Indians. studying 
their languages and customs, and who knew 
the Sioux and Blackfeet before they knew 
& word of his language. [In his “‘ North 
American Indians” he says *‘ How?” is an 
abbreviation of the Sioux “ How ke che 
wa?” and the Blackfeet “ How ne tucka?” 
signifying “How do you do?” The same 
words, he says, are also used as an equivalent 
for our “Good-by,”’ excepting that the Black- 
feet use only the one word, *‘ How.”’ Catliz 
writes of “ How ” being used by the Indians 
in certain formal céremonies of welcome in 
vogue before they had ever seen white men. 
Describing such @ céremony in chapter 28 
he writes: “Oné of the three men in 
front deliberately lit a handsome pipe and 
brought it to Ha-wan-je-tah to smoke. He 
took it, and after presenting the stem to the 
north, ‘to the south, to the east, and the 
west, and then to the sun that was over his 
head, and pronouncing the words, ‘ How- 
Hew-How!’ drew a whiff or two of smoke 
shrough it."

UDGE MURRAY F. TULEY tried his 
first case in New Mexico wheh that 
Territory was yet a part of Mexico, 
governed under a military code previous 
to’ the convention which separated it 
from the nation south of the Rio Grande. 
Peace had been declared and the war with 
Mexico had ended. Before agreement to 
the treaty which gave the Territory to the 
United States justice was being adminis- 
tered under a military code established dur- 
ing the occupation of the territory by Ameri- 
nt Ss. 
“judge Tuley had been a member of the 
Fifth Regiment, Illinois Volunteers. When 
the regiment was marched back over the 
plains to Fort Leavenworth and carried by 
steamer to Alton and there disbanded, Judge 
Tuley remained in the new country. With 
him was Joseph E. Gary. The two 
oldest Judges of the Chicago bench began 
It was a 
favorable place for # young attorney 
than Chicago. Lawyers at home were mak- 
ing more money in thq real estate business 
than they could in the practice of their. 
rofession. The Mexicans and Pueblo In- 
dians were naturally litigious, and in the 
mixed courts, even under the military code, 
the lawyers’ practice was thriving. 


Early “Insanity ” Plea. 

Judge Tuley’s first case was to defend a 
Mexican charged with killing his wife and 
her sister. The facts were beyond dispute. 
The Mexican had killed both with an ax, and 
the defense seemed hopeless. Judge Tuley 
decided to make his case on a plea of insan- 
ity. It was tried before a jury of half Mexi- 
eans and half Americans. The Mexicans 
understood but one form of insanity. That 
wis the kind which was handled by confine- 

& béhind bars to keep the insane 
from doing violent injury to people with 
whom they met. The legal niceties of an 
imeanity plea were unknown and they dealt 
With the state of being in the rough. 


The Mexican who was on trial had an 


epileptic fit the day before he committed the 
crime and the Chicago attorney made this 
the basis for his defense. He succeeded with 
his plea so that the jury gave a verdict of 
two years’ imprisonment and immediately 


‘Signed a petition for pardon. 


Judge Tuley had been admitted to the bar 
before he had gone into New Mexico with the 
Fifth Illinois. His parents werc of English 
ext Courtney M. and Priscilla P. 
Tuley re descendants of early Virginia 


Gatlecs, "The families of his father and 


mother had gone from Virginia to Kentucky 
a8 pieneers. He was born in Louisville on 
March 4, 1827; and was but 5 years old when 
is father died. His education until his 
thirteenth year was obtained in the public 
schools of Louisville and after that he went 
into a country store as clerk, stil] continuing 
his studies independently. His mother mar- 
ried Colonel Richard J. Hamilton, a promi- 
nent Chicago attorney, in 1843, and in 1844 
Mr, Tuley, then 17 years old, went into the 
law office of his stepfather and began to read 
for his profession. In 1846 he entered the 
Louisville Law Institute, where he remained

He had come to Chicago when he entered , 
the law office of Colonel Hamilton.

As many as 2,000 bills 
were known to be passed in one omnibus 
in a session of the Legislature, and the con- 
tents of any one bill never were known to 
more legislators than those directly inter- 
ested in its passage. After a session of the 
Legislature Chicago would wake up to find 
that.all sorts of special legislation affecting 
the municipality had been passed; special 
boards had been created and the functions 
bodies had been diversi+ 


. New Consttiution. 

As an-incident of the evils of special legis- 
lation Judge Tuley relates how some farmers 
from north of Chicago killed a bill which had 
been introduced and which was considered 


fected. A farmer representing the men 
concerned came into .the Chicago office of 
the Judge one morning when the Legislature 
was in session and stated to the attorneys 
who were gathered there that he was going. 
to Springfield to kill a bill... They laughed at 
him and asked: him what influence he could | 
bring to bear upon the Legislature to de- 
feat the measure. said that a bill was 
‘pending which would hurt the people of his | 
neighborhood. They had pooled resources 
and raised $1,000. He had this amountina 
grip and he said he intended to kill the bill 
with it. He said he intended to offer it to 
some one to stbal the bill from the omnibus 
in which it would be placed for passage. In 
the number of bills which constituted an 
omnibus passed at a single roll call in the 
Legislature the thing was possible. A clerk 
was found who for the sum stole the bill and 
when the acts of the Legislature print- 
ed the obnoxious measure was not among 
them. That was one instance, the Judge 
relates, in which the evils of legislation 
were turned to advantage by the persons. 
concerned. It was too often:the reverse, and 
the same omnibus passage served to cover 
special legislation which hit Chicago. | 
From these abuses arose the demand for 
a. constitutional convention which should 
produce a constitution remedying the de- 
fects in the old. The delegates to the con- 
vention went to the opposite extreme. They } 
adopted a constitution which prevented any 
special legislation and made it mandatory 
that whatever measures should be passed 
should be applicable for all municipalities of 
the State alike. In this extreme reaction 
Judge Tuley finds the cause of a demand for 
a new constitutional convention. The needs 
of Chicago, he says, are recognized as sep- 
arate from the needs of the other cities, but 
no special legislation for the metropolis is 
permissible under the constitution. _ Spe- 
cial measures have been passed from time 
to time, but they have been poqetntg by ag 
france and not py law. ; 


Only an ‘Amendment Needed. 


Judge Tuley. does not believe in the seals 
sity for a constitutional corivention. The 
constitution of Illinois is adequate, he says. 
There is need of an nmendment which will 
permit Chicagg to secure the legislation 
which it needs because of its peculiar wonl- 
tion. 

‘As attorney and Judge, Judge Tuley has 
seen the development of civil government 
and the judiciary in Chicago and Cook Coun- 
ty. In view of conditions here and in other 
great cities he now says that the more abso- 
lute the power the better for Chicago. Pow- 
er and responsibility should be placed in 
the‘hands of the Mayor. A sequence to Chi- 
cago’s growth which will not await the dis- 
tant future, he says, will be the control of 
the State by the city, tnless the country 
towns restrict the represéntation of the city 
by constitutional provision. That destroys 
true representative government, as it has 
done in New York, where fifteen men living 
inthe city are equal to but ten In the coun- 
try. It will be a possibility which will at- 
tend any constétutional convention. It rep- 
resents one of.the deterrents from holding 
a convention in the opinion of Judge Tilley. 
Such a convention, he thinks, would be made 
the occasion by country delegates to sécure 
restrictions upon Chicago. 

Judge Tuley was married in 1851 to Miss 
Katherine Edmonson of Missouri. Their 
residence is at 5135 Washington avenue. 
Judge Tuley has been a golf player, was one 
of the original members of the Riverside 
Golf club; and also of the. ‘Chicago Eques- 
trian club. .

Christianity’s Climax Full 
of Interest in Its Univer- 
sal Observances. 


CUSTOMS ROME. 


Ancient Kings and Popes Who 
Tried to Stamp Out 
Paganism. 


HE year, from the point of view of the 
church, is approaching its climax. The 
greatest feast day on the calendar, not 

‘even excepting Christmas, is at hand. 
Easter is supreme in significance to 

the Christian because it floods with light the 
corner-stone of his faith, the fact of the 
resurrection. ; 

Socially speaking, the modern world shows 
a preference to apex emotionally at Christ- 
mas, with a New Year's let-down afterwards, 
just as the business life culminates at the 
close of the fiscal year and squares its shoul- 
ders the ist of July. 


Our word Easter is derived from the name 
Osterr, or 


or morning of spring. April was called b 
the Saxons the Eastre month. There wer 
many ®aster customs deep-rooted in the 
hearts of the Teutonic people, and they in- 
dulged in festivities which were no more 
than joyous outbursts at the awakening of 
nature, the source of their life. These fes- 
tivities coincided with the spring festivals 
and flower shows of pagan Rome, and in 
point of time with the Jewish Passover, the 
feast of deliverance. As the Christian 
Church grew in power it strove to conciliate 
the various people to the observation of its 
spiritual rites by Christianizing their fes- 
tivities. This was the deep-seated, far- 
reaching policy of the Christian fathers, and 
a peculiarly easy task to transform the 
spring celebrations, all coming so close to 
the Passover feast, which was identical in 
date ‘to that of the resurrection. Hence the 
non-Teutonic people use a derivative of the 
Semitic word to name this feast. The Span- 
ish say Pascua, the Italians Pasqua, From 
this word the English have taken the ad- 
jective Paschal. 
Amusements Forbidden. 


Basy as it was for the church to e pos- 
session of this festival, it was not #0 easy 
to regenerate the minds of the peo le and 
to get them to infuse some spirituality into 
their nature worship. Her struggles are 
interesting to look back upon. To conform 
to the length of time of the pagan rites and 


Easter originally lasted eight days, and 
there was a weird intermixture of cere- 
monies carried on by the simpler-minded. 
Walsh, in Popular Observances, comments 
interestingly on these early customs, and 
says the exuberant joy of the season found 
vent in festive garments; all labor ceased; 
it was a favorite time of baptism; alms 
were given to the poor; slaves were freed, 
and the reaction from the austerities of 
Lent found expression in popular sports, 
dances, games. All wore the Risus Paschalis, 
or Easter Smile. The Easter kiss was ex- 
changed between friends and the salutation { 
and reply, still observed by ritualistic An- 


** Christ has risen!’’ 
"He has tisen, indeed!’’ 
Was used commonly by the faithful. 

It must have been rather difficult in those 
early days to restrain even the members of 
the flock within proper limits of joyousness. 
The church dipped into the lawmaking or 
guided the pen of her newly converted Ro- 
man Emperors. Nothing better reveals the 
unregenerate state of the populace than 
those same ecclesiastically-tinged laws: So 
one may find Theodosius I., in the latter 
part of the fourth century, decreeing that 
the people must not have shows or hippo- 
dromes on Sunday, nor mix up divine wor- 
ship with the slaughter of beasts, and this 
prohibition was made to extend to the seven 
days preceding and following Easter. This 
jaw, like some laws of today, was apparent- 
iy not well kept, since canons of the church 
continued to complain about the giving of 
theatrical shows on the Lord's day and 
other “glorious days of the Christian 
faith,” especially during Eastertide. when 
the multitude was * fonder of attending the 
hippodrome than the churches.’’ The hip- 
podrome must have had the concentrated 
attractiveness of a baseball game, a Derby 
day, and a four-ring circus. One can imag- 
ine the sigh of the Emperor who wrote in 
response to the church’s protest a prohibi- 
iilon for the people. This was in 425. 


Theodosius’ Order. 
, The code of Theodosius II. enjoins as fol- 
ows: 


All delights of the theater and the circus shall 
be denied to the people throughout all the cities 
of the empire, that the whole mind of all Chris- 
Vans and believers may be occupied in the worship 
Of God; and if they are still entangled in the mad 
impiety of the Jews or the foolish error of pagan- 
jem, let them know that there is one season for 
Prayers and another for-pleasures; and lest any 
should think himself urged by the overpowering 
pressure of his duty to the Emperor to pay honor 
to our Majesty, and that if he did not busy himself 
with the games he should draw upon himeelf our 
serene displeasure by displaying less devotion to 
us than is wont to be sirown, let it be clearly un- 
Gerstood that the human race will exhibit the 
greatest defference to oiir excellence when the 
world is most reverently intent upon the virt 
and universal claims of the omnipotant God. . 

These were high s&ntiments, but would 
seem to betray the Emperor’s presence at 
the games instead of*church if the people 
were seduced from devotion to pay him 
homage. In spite of the reiteration of such 
prohibitions and imperial decrees, servile 
labor and judicial proceedings alone were 
effectively wiped out on holy days; and Sun- 
days alone are respected by moderns as the 
result of that great wrestle of the church 
with paganism.

The rites leading up to Easter were ac- 
centuated. The people were restrained frum 
the usual course of living, entreated to fast, 
and compelled by papal bulls to observe 
the pentitential season of Lent, that they 
might have the more lively appreciation of 
their great feast and.its significance. In 
the early centuries the Lenten fasting varied 
in duration. At Rome a writer of the 
early church says they fasted three weeks 
before the Pasqua, excepting Saturdays and 
Sundays. Throughout. Greece and Illyria 
they fasted six weeks: In Alexandria they 
began to fast seven Weeks before Easter, 
continuing fifteen days-at a time. ut Holy 
Week was universally observed wi rigor, 
especially the last three days. 

Pope Nicholas I., t® the Bulgarians, in 
852, sent his decree that hunting in Lent 
was “absolutely prohjbited,”’ and he states 
& curious reason in tHat it was “a season

Pious Canute.

Many people are familiar with the ex- 
pression the “ truce of God "’ without know- 
ing its origin.

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WO blind men are endeavoring to re- 
build the Church of the Transfigura- 
tion, Forty-third street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, on a scale that would 
make it one of the largest institutional 

churches of the city. Each of them is barely 
able to earn enough money for his own sub- 
sistence, and in four years they together 
have saVed a little less than $25 toward the 
new church. Their faith that in some way 
the mite which they have contributed will 
be increased to a sum sufficient for the needs 
of the church rémains unshaken. Dr. Wal- 
ter Delafield, rector of the church, has de- 
posited the $25 in the Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank and says it will be used for no 
er purpose. With no wealthy members

- The Church of the Transfiguration is prob- 
ably the smallest church with the largest 
congregation in Chicago. The building is 
extremely low, the roof hardly rising above 
the one-story tinshop next door, and is twen- 
ty-five feet. wide.

Charles Fowler and Robert Froom are the 
two blind men who, coming to worship in

This was 
doubtless the highest tide of ecclesiastical 
dictation to the general deportment of the 
people. : From absolute authority it waned 
in influence, relying upon the custom of the 
people to maintain the traditions. 

Lent and Easter were not only neglected 
in the United States but were actually 
frowned down severely through the influence 
of Puritanism until a recent time. Virginia, 
Maryland, and Louisiana alone kept the 
fast and the feast generally, these being 
Catholic centers. Small communities of An- 
glicans and Lutherans also observed the 
season, being ritualistic. The civil war 
made Easter a universal day of celebra- 
tion, probably because of the countless deso- 
lated homes turning mourners to the beau- 
tiful hope of the resurrection. The most 
non-ceremonial of

Ifthe church, 
speaking broadly, and catholicity, has been 
the inspirer of art under its many forms, this 
inspiration has most vitally proceeded from 
the significance of the week about to open. 
This is the vital time, the ceremonies of 
holy week hold in themselves the principles 
of art, being dramatic in the highest, noblest 
sense. 
Palm Sunday commemorates the trium- 


phant entrance of the Savior into Jerusalem, ' 
and also the beginning of the passion.

Unique Service for Chicago. 

This service will be adequately represented 
in Chicago today at the Cathedral of the 
Holy Name. The passion narrates the trial 
and conviction of the Lord of Christendom 
as related in the gospel of Matthew. There 
are three interlocutors for this service, who 
represent the Savior, Pilate, and a narrator, 


the representations being made by priests. | 


The Jewish rabble will be indicated by a 
male chorus. -The music is extremely sim- 
ple, but its harmonies are massive, and it 
conforms in expression closely with the 
rubric. These compositions date back to the 
sixteenth century. when Palentrina 
formed and simplified the liturgical music. 
Cardinal Wiseman writes of this music as 
rendered in Rome. He says: ‘‘ Some of the 
phrases of the passion use only three notes, 
and they concentrate frightful energy, espe-. 
cially the phrases, ‘ Crucify him!’ and ‘ Bar- 
rabas.’’’ He also explains that the chorus 
of the two false witnesses is given in the 
syncopated style to show discordance and 


jarring elements, He says the entire chorus’ 


is given with a “ stamping effect,” and that 
the chanting of the priests, given by voices 
perfectly intoned, Is grave and slow, -espe- 
cially the words of the Savior. | 

No choir of the city except that of the 
Holy Name has attempted this remarkable 
music, though the passion will be chanted in 
every Roman church. 

During Monday and Tuesday the ritualistic 
churches have no’ public office. With 
Wednesday evening the . Tenebrae begins. 
The word means darkness, and the service is 
commemorative of the darkness of the world 
when the Savior died.

Most of the subjects, which 
are treated with the same breadth and force 
of color displayed in Mr. Juergens’ oil 
paintings exhibited at the Art Institute last 
autumn, are landscapes in Bavaria. The 
qualities which lend the greatest attractive- 
mess to these works are their directness, 
sincerity, originality displayed in the choice 
of subjects, and the poetic sentiment with 
which the artist envelopes the simplest 
themes. Their strong personality offers a 
refreshing contrast to the purposeless, ir- 
resolute character of much of the landscape 
painting seen in current exhibitions. 

‘Mr. Juergens does not aim to perform 
‘gymnastics of technique, but uses his medi- 
um, whether oil’or water color, to convey 
his impressions of nature in a _ simple, 
‘straightforward way. His scenes in the 

avarian highlands and their quaint vil- 
lages, the shores: of the Aummer Zee, and 
his interiors of churches and cottages, are 
painted in a manner which carries the con- 
‘¥iction that their character is truthfully 
rendered. He seems to favor cloudy skies 
with a freshness of color in the landscape 
and buildings, which suggests clearing 
weather after a rain. Among the works of 
this character are “ Poppenheim on the 
Altmuehl,”’ Herchung,” Bavarian High- 
lands,” ‘‘ Rothenburg on the Tauber,” and 
Street in Deggersdorf.’’ 

\Sunsets and evening effects are the sub- 
jects of several of his works. There are 
also several figure subjects in the callection. 
One of the few American subjects, “‘ The 
Old Lock,'’ shows a group of cows standing 
in the shallow water near an abandoned 


canal lock. | 

Many interesting paintings by “‘ the men 
of 1830’" and more modern European artists 
are included in a collection exhibited by 
Arthur Tooth & Sons at O’Brien’s Galleries. 

Of three landscapes by Corot, one possesses 
something of the warmth of yellow tone. 
found in the works of this artist which 
dealers and collectors classify as ‘* golden 
Corots” to distinguish them from those 
painted in the more familiar silvery key. A 
picture by Corot painted in this key is re- 
garded by collectors. with much the same 
interest that a florist might attach to a black 
tulip. 
' This picture was formerly in the collection 
of Mr. Galloway of Manchester, for whom 
Lady Butler painted her famous “ Roll 
Call.” He had commissioned Miss Thomp- 
son to paint the “‘ Roll Call ” for 100 guineas, 
but when it was exhibited it attracted the 
notice of Queen Victoria, who wished to buy 
jt, and Mr. Galloway waived his right of 
ownership in favor of his sovereign on condi- 
tion that Miss Thompson would paint him 
another picture. She then painted Quatre 
Bras, for which he paid 300 guineas, and 
afterwards received 3,000 when he sold it to 
a gallery in Melbourne, Australia. 

Returning to the work which he formerly 
owned that is now in the Tooth collection, it 
is' beautifully painted in parts, while in 
others there is the record of careless alter- 
ations made, by the artist to improve its 
composition. 

Two smaller landscapes by Corot are more 
finished as pictures, but of less interest to 
an artist or connoisseur. } 

A large picture by Daubigny, showing a 
view of a river with a village on its bank in 
the distance is_especially pleasing in color. 
The sky in particular has a delicate pearly 
tone, broken by rosy clouds. Another pic- 
ture by the same artist contains that senti- 
ment of uncertain stillness, preceding a 
storm at evening, which is a favorite theme 
of the artist. | 

A good example of the work of Jacque is

Every. now and again, in the course 
of a century, an artist arises whose talent 
proclaims him a peer among his compeers.

Mr. Boyle’s talent is compared with that 
of Constable and Turner, and the names of 
fellow-artists and critics who have ac- 
claimed him as a genius are mentioned. How 
valuable a press agent may be to an artist 
may be judged from the following from one 
of the prominent New York papers: 

** The pictures differ little from the mass 
annually turned out, of which many are 
produced and few are purchased, and they 
are neither remarkably good nor disagreea- 
‘bly bad. In fact, Mr. Boyle's talent is of a 
modest, decidedly average order, by no 
means startling, and but for the aforesaid 
advance notice would have been dismissed 
with a line.” 


_ Several Chicago artists will visit Paris and 
other points in Europe next summer. Pau- 
line Dohn has already sailed: Lorado Taft 
will leave Chicago this.month, and Ralph 
Clarkson, who expects to visit Spain before 
going to ris, will follow early in May. 
Others who have planned to visit Paris are 
Pauline Palmer, Martha Baker, Louis Betts, 
Frank Holme, James William Pattison, Ed- 
Marie G. Cameron, and 
Charles Mulligan, who will be accompanied 
_ by a party of Art Institute students. Direc- 
tor French expects to attend the Paris ex- 
position, and will also visit various museums 
in the interest of the Art Institute. He in- 
tends to be in Paris in time to witness the un- 
veiling of the statue of Washington by his 
brother, Daniel C. French, on July 3. This. 
statue was presented to the City of Paris by 
a body of public-spirited women of Washing- 
ton known as the Washington Statue asso- 
ciation. It will be erected on the Place 
d’Jena, in the American quarter of the city. 

The sculptor, Daniel C. French, will spend 

his summer in Italy and Greece. 

The remarkable series of paintings by 
James Tissot, illustrating the life of Christ, 
which was exhibited at the Art Institute a 
year ago, has been acquired by the Brooklyn 
Institute of Arts. Of the price demanded 
$40,000 has been subscribed, and the remain- 
der is covered by a lien on the collection. 
When shown here it contained 350 paintings 
and numerous pen drawings. It may be 
wondered, when excellent reproductions of 
these paintings may be secured for a few 
hundred dollars, why an institution should 
care to expend so large a sum for the orig- 
inals, which are about the same size and 
for most practical purposes of little greater 
value. As a matter of speculation, however, 
the works could doubtless be sold separately 
for considerably more than the average price 
of a little more than $170 paid for them. 

The death of Dr. Francis Sinclair Bar- 
barin, curator of the Corcoran Art Gallery, 
is announced from Washington. He was 67 
years old; had been connected with the in- 
stitution many years, and was much liked. 

He succeeded the late Dr. McLeod, and was 
known in art circles all over the world. Be- 
ginning as a doctor of dentistry, Dr. Bar- 
barin gave up that profession for the posi- 
tion of assistant curator in the Corcoran 
Gallery, and devoted the rest of 
his life to the study of art and music, being 
an excellent performer on the ’cello. 

A competition for a memorial tablet to 
the memory of Sergeant Hamilton Fish Jr., 
killed at Las Guasimas on June 24, 1898, will 
be decided on April 24. The first prize {s a 
commission to execute the tablet, which is 
to be erected at Columbia University, for 
$1,200. A second and third prize of $150 and 
$100 respectively are offered. The competi- 
tion’ is held under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Sculpture society, acting for an as- 
sociation known as the Hamilton Fish Me- 
morial fund, with Dr. D. W. Wynkoop as 
secretary. 


William M. Chase has begun a portrait of 
Postmaster General Charles Emory Smith, 
which is to be sent to the Paris exposition. 
lt. will finally be hung in the Postoffice de- 
partment in Washington, although after the 
exposition it will be shown about the country. 


The gold medal of the Philadelphia Art 

club has been awarded to Miss Clara Mc- 

Chesney for her water color, “ The First 
Born,” at the current exhibition. 


The Art Institute has planned to conduct 
a summer school this year, with Louis Wil- 
son, Janette Buckley, Evelyn Longman, and 
Mary C. Scoville as instructors. Classes 
for academic and juvenile students will open 
on July 2, and a normal class will open ‘on 
July 9 and continye one month.
